Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 26, 2008 has been entered. 

No claims are amended. 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the reason for 
allowance is essentially the same as before. The amendments filed October 26, 2007 
obviate the outstanding rejections under 35 (JSC 112, first paragraph and 102. 

The herein claimed method of treating demyelination or multiple sclerosis by 
employing the herein claimed azetidinone compounds is not seen to be taught or fairly 
suggested by the prior art. Therefore, claims 1-2 and 10-18 are allowed.
